Remarks and Arguments 

The pending claims are 23, 25, 26 and 69. Claim 23 has been amended, and 
claim 69 is new. 

The prior rejection under §1 03(a) has been withdrawn. 

The Examiner rejected independent claim 23 (and claims 25-26 which depend 
thereon) under §112 second paragraph as being indefinite for failure to recite a 
specified value of current. 

Applicant has amended independent claim 23 to more clearly state and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. Support for the 
amendment to claim 23 is found in the specification on page 21 , last two lines. 
Applicant respectfully asserts that amended claim 23, and claims 25-26 which depend 
thereon, satisfy the requirements of §1 12 and are now in condition for allowance. 

New claim 69 is also directed to the fusible link as described in the specification 
on one or more on pages 6, 9 and 21-22, including Figure 6 which shows a fusible link 
322 of smaller dimensions than the sub-electrodes 320 connected to the fusible link 
(e.g., in Fig. 6 directly adjacent to it in the same row and column). Applicant respectfully 
submits that new claim 69 also properly recites Applicants claimed invention as 
described in the specification.
